County Meets with City, Residents About 
Future Airport Land Acquisition Plans

"This airport is going to strive to 
be a responsible neighbor, a good 
neighbor. That doesn't mean we're 
always goingto be abletodothe things 
that youwant, butwe're goingtostrive 
to do those kinds of things that help 
us to be a better neighbor — and, as 
your commissioner, | basically view 
it as my job to continually beat them 
over the head to do that for you." 

So said Brian Amman, Commis- 
sioner of Wayne County's eleventh 
district, ata July 24 meeting at Rom- 
ulus City Hall. The purpose of the 
meeting was to provide apositive and 
openforum for County and Metro Air- 
port officials to describe the various 
components of the Airport's land ac- 
quisition program. 

Also in attendance at the meet- 
ing were Bob Braun, Airport Director; 
Lester Robinson, Assistant Airport 
Director; Robert Murphy, attorney for 
the County; County Commissioner 
Jackie Currie, Chairperson of the 
Committee on Roads, Airports, and 
Public Services; Mayor of Romulus, 
Beverly McAnally; City Councilmen 
"Junior" Block, RussellLambert, and 
Bill Wadsworth; Linda Choate, City 
Clerk; James Napiorkowski, City Trea- 
surer; and a standing-room-only 
crowd of Romulus residents.

After a few opening remarks by 
Amman, Director Braun gave a slide 
presentation concerning various as- 
pects of the Airport's plans. 

One project he discussed wasthe 
construction oftwo newrunways. The 
first, an east-west crosswindrunway 
at the south end of the Airport, will 
require no newland acquisition. Con- 
struction is slated to begin later this 
year. 

The second runway will be con- 
structed west of, and parallel to, the 
three northeast-southwest runways 
already in existence. The new run- 
way "... will require the acquisition 
of about 350 acres or so, in round 
numbers, of property along our west- 
ernborder," Braun said. "I believe that 
everybody that's involved in the ac- 
quisition program in that particular 
areahas beencontacted by now, and 
our real estate acquisition consult- 
ants and Mr. Murphywillprobably have 
already started working with you on 
the acquisition." 

Braun explained thatthe construc- 
tion of this new runway wouldrequire 
the rerouting of a section of Wayne 
Road beginning at Grant and ending 
at Eureka, where it wouldthenresume 
its original course. A short section of 
Goddard would also be relocated in 
order to swing around the property 
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that willform the new western bound- 
ary of the Airport. 

Braun also discussed the con- 
struction of two runway extensions. 
The first, a 1,500-foot extension of 
the westernmostparallel runway, has 
already been completed and is cur- 
rently in use by Northwest Airlines. 

The second, an extension onthe 
south end of the center parallel run- 
way, ".. . was proposed initially as 
part of ournoise mitigation plan," said 
Braun."The intention ofthatwas that, 
with departures to the north, by giv- 
ing them an extended, set-back de- 
parture point (the takeoff point), the 
aircraft would be higher in the air by 
the time they crossed some of the more 
densely populated areas northofthe 
Airportthanthey would be without that 
extension. That runway extensionis 
still under consideration, and is in- 
cludedinourPart 150 Noise Compati- 
bility Plan.” 

Other plans discussed included 
three Michigan Department of Trans- 
portation (MDOT) projects. The first, 
anewlI-94 interchange at Vining Road, 
has been proposed in order to sup- 
port the development of the billion- 
dollar Metro World Centre private 
developmentproject. Asecond project 
would involve the reconstruction/

Recently, |havebeenapproached 
concerning the legal authority of the 
City's Department of Assessment to 
enter our homes to remeasure and 
reinspect forthe purpose of property 
reassessment. 

When this question was posed to 
Matthew Raftary, Director of the City 
of Romulus Department of Assess- 
ment, hesentaletterto The Romulus 
News and enclosed information to 
support his statements. The letter 
stated, in part: 

"You have requested information 
regarding the authority of personnel 
of the Department of Assessment to 
enter upon private property for the 
purpose of measuring structures. 

"We have enclosed a copy of an 
opinion ofthe Marquette County Pros- 
ecuting Attorney regarding just that 
question. | 

"It was opined by Mr. Walkerthat 
based on past case law, an Attorney 
General Opinion and Michigan Com- 
piled Laws Annotated, that assess- 
ing personnel have lawful authority 
to enteruponprivate properties to fulfill 
theirstatutory obligations of assess- 
ing property values for the purpose 
of determining a fair property tax. 

"We havereceived an opinionfrom 
our own legal counsel as to the rel- 
evancy of this opinion and also to 
ascertain whether any of the citedcase 
law has been overturned since the 
writing of the opinion. In both in- 
stances, City of Romulus Legal Coun- 
sel has stated that the opinion and 
case lawis still relevant to this imme- 
diate matter. 

"The most compelling documen- 
tation is MCLA 211.10 (e) which is 
the statutory language adopting the 
State Tax Commission Manual and 
mandating that all Assessors mustuse 
that manualinthe performance oftheir 
duties. Furthermore, this manual 
states that on site inspection and 
measurement is mandatory to fulfill

the statutory obligations. 

"Mr. Walker, in his opinion, also 
states that assessors have not vio- 
latedcriminaltrespass laws because 
their presence upon private land is 
within lawful authority pursuant tothe 
statutory requirements of the State 
Tax Commission and the state’s le- 
gitimate exercise of its police pow- 
ers in enforcing its property tax laws.

MCLA 211.10 (e), mentioned in 
the above letter, states: 

"Sec. 10e.Allassessing officials, 
whose duty it is to assess real or per- 
sonal property on which real or per- 
sonal property taxes are levied by any 
taxing unit of the state, shalluse only 
the official assessor's manualor any 
manual approved by the state tax 
commission, consistent with the offi- 
cial assessor's manual, with their lat- 
est supplements, as prepared or ap- 
proved by the state tax commission 
as aguidein preparing assessments. 
Beginningwiththe tax assessing year 
1978, all assessing officials shall 
maintain records relevant to the as- 
sessments, including appraisalrecord 
cards, personal property records, his- 
torical assessment data, tax maps, 
and land value maps consistent with 
standards set forthin the assessor's 
manual published by the state tax 
commission." 

Accordingto Raftary, City inspec- 
tors are guidedintheirreassessments 
by specifically worded instructions 
mandated by the State. This language 
states, inpart:""Whenyou appraise a 
property using the Cost Approach to 
Value on site inspection is manda- 
tory.... The appraiser should make 
acareful inspectionofthe interiorfin- 
ishandconstruction details andrecord 
these details inthe appropriate place 
on the replacement cost record. All 
details which vary from the base for 
the constructionclass shouldbe noted 
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so that proper adjustments can be 
made." 

All right, the law is the law, but is 
it morally right to have to let some- 
one into your home (a very personal 
place) forthe purpose of tax assess- 
ment? | don't think so! The card pro- 
vided by the Assessment Department 
can be filled out just as easily by the 
homeowner as by the person doing 
the assessing. They can measure the 
outside of the structure, check its con- 
dition, take stock of the outbuildings, 
and measure the property with no 
squawks from me, but | do not want 
theminside my home. Thatis my place 


of refuge. They may not be breaking 
the criminal law of trespassing, but 
they are trespassing — trespassing 
on my privacy. 

Asfaras I'mconcerned, evenfill- 
ing out their card is an infringement 
on my prerogative, since several of 
the questions are not relevant to the 
Assessment Office's purpose (reval- 
uation) andare, therefore, really none 
of their business. For instance, one 
section of the cardis concerned with 
the amount of recreational and living 
space contained in the basement. 
When you sell your home, a finished

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Romulus Profile: John Colina

"Alcohol abuse, especially when 
young people are involved, is a ma- 
jor social problem. | feel the most ef- 
fective long-range solution is educa- 
tion, and this is where we're focusing 
our efforts." 

Not to deny or diminish its impor- 
tance, the above statementis typical 
of those we've heard concerning al- 
cohol abuse during the past several 
years. However, what makes this 
particular statement unique is that it 
wasn't uttered by a social worker, 
psychologist, orthe like. ltcomesfrom 
John Colina, 48, president of Central 
Distributors of Beer, a thriving busi- 
ness located in Romulus. 

Sitting ata round woodentablea 
few feet away from Colina's match- 
ing wooden desk, we sipped some 
morning coffee as he continued. 
"Naturally, we're concerned about 
alcohol abuse in general, but for op- 
timum educationaleffectiveness, we 
focus on students. One thing we re- 
peatedly like about being in Romulus 
is that Mayor McAnally continuously 
strives to address the drug problem. 
We, alongwithotherbusinesses, have 
frequently worked with the Mayoron 
this issue, especially as it relates to 
the young people of Romulus." 

Colina then explained how alco- 
holcan affect young people more pro- 
foundly thanadults. Speaking interms 
of regulardrinking, youths fromages 
12 to 16 face possible addiction after 
16 to 18 months of drinking. 

When queried about a beer dis- 
tributor promoting alcohol abuse edu- 
cation, Colinareplied, “Alcohol abuse 
programs endorsedby a beerdistribu- 
toris aslogicalas acar manufacturer 
promoting the use of seat belts." 

For the past 11 years, Colina's 
wife, Nancy, Special Projects Direc- 
torforCentral Distributors, has head- 
ed up the educational efforts of the 
Company. In order to be as knowl- 
edgeable as possible, Nancy attended 
aone-yeartraining program at Maple 
Grove, the substance abuse division 
of Henry Ford Hospital. 

Currently, she presents alcohol 
abuse programsto elementary, middle 
school, and high school students. 
Business and service organizations, 
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as well as school groups, can obtain

| asked Colina how he felt about 
Romulus being the base of his op- 
eration. "| feel we have an excellent 
rapport with the city," he answered. 
"Romulus is certainly very conscious 
of, and helpful toward, the business 
community ingeneral. Thereis always 
a quick response to any problem, 
whether it's weeds needing to be cut, 
providing information, or a potential 
police problem. We're definitely very 
happy to be here." 

As Colina recoffeed our mugs, | 
commented on the attractiveness of 
his office. It's alarge, airy room with 
light-brown walls and dark-brown 
carpeting. Behindthe deskand ahigh- 
backed leather chairis a picture win- 
dow, flanked by two large paintings. 
The remaining walls are coveredwith 
additional paintings, plaques, and 
several built-in bookcases. 

Thanking me for my comment, 
Colina smiled. “Yes, in a way it's al- 
mostindicative of our progress since 
my grandfather, John Gorsuch, found- 
ed the business in 1933." Gorsuch 
beganthedistributorship witha single 
truck operating out of Detroit. He be- 
ganby distributing Pfeifferbeer, which 
was at that time, Michigan's most 
popular beer. After 30 years in De- 
troit, the business has settled neatly 
in Romulus, with a large office com- 
plex anda120,000-square-footware- 
house, andnowdistributes Anheuser- 
Busch beers. 

Throughout these 58 years, the 
company hasremainedfamily-owned, 
with Colinaassumingthe presidency 
in 1978. Grandfather Gorsuch died 
in1967 and, atthatpoint, Colinajoined 
with his mother and entered the busi- 
ness. His mother retired in 1988. 
Colina's sister, Karen Wilson, came 
on board in 1983, and now holds the 
position of Vice President. 

Central Distributors now employs 
130 people fulltime, andbeefs up each 
summer with a number of seasonal 
workers. Colinatries to employ local 
students inthese positions so that they 
may earn money for school 
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When asked what has been the 
most significant nonsocialchange he 
has observed through the years, 
Colina referred to the change from 
"throw-away" beer containers to de- 
posit bottles and cans. He stated, 
"Althoughcertainly goodecologically, 
the bottle bill has led to a doubling of 
ourwarehouse people. Infact, aseach 
container must be handled individu- 
ally, we now employ 14 people who 
exclusively handle empties." 

As the morning progressed and 
we continued talking, it became ap- 
parent that John Colina, in both his 
professional and private life, is truly 
anextraordinary man. He has the abil- 
ity to focus on areas inwhichhe wishes 
to improve himself or his business, 
and to remain focused until his goal 
is achieved. ; 

"Throughthe years," he recalled, 
"I've beenkidded about my focusing. 
Forinstance, if! were reading or writ- 
ing, itwas asif|wasin anotherworld. 
To me, it didn't matter what else was 
happening... evenafew feet away! 
| was totally focused and that was all 
| knew. My. ability to focus is a God- 
given talent and has enhanced all 
areas of my life." 

He regularly sets monthly, yearly, 
and five-year goals, and achieves 
such because, he says, of his focus- 
ing ability. He has written his own job 
description andfocuses inonayearly 
self-evaluation. A current goal is to 
become anevenmore organized per- 
son. Another is to revise his job de- 
scription so he may spend less time 
at his desk and more time in commu- 
nity service. 

Over the years, community ser- 
vice and charitable donations have 
become animportant part of Colina's 
life. He donates bothcorporately and 
personally. On the corporate level, 
he tends to focus on educational or- 
ganizations. His personal donations 
are usually church-related, although 
Alma College, from which both of 
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Colina's daughters graduated, is also 
a favorite recipient. 

When asked his philosophy re- 
garding donations, Colina stated, 
"Corporately, | believe any business 
has socialresponsibilities inthis area. 
Personally, |experience much satis- 
factionand, as apracticing Christian, 
|feel donatingis not only morally cor- 
rect, but absolutely necessary." 

And what activities does Colina 
focus onfor relaxation? "Playing golf 
and daily walking are two things | 
enjoy," he answered. "Also, | like go- 
ing to hockey games, and Nancy and 
| enjoy season tickets at the Fisher 
Theater." 

Colina's daughters are Jomie, 24, 
and Lori, 22. Jomie and husband Mike 
live in Kalamazoo, as she's working 
onhermaster's degree in occupational 
therapy. Loriis currently in Colorado 
and is, as her dad fondly character- 
izes her, “our citizen-of-the-world." 

Finishing ourcoffees andourcon- 
versation, Colina walked me to the 
front entrance of the office complex. 
Smiling and shaking hands, | found 
myself thinking that | had just hadthe 
opportunity to interview a man with 
the capability to achieve any goal he 
may choose. The only remaining ques- 
tionis what that next goal mightbe.Q

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Michigan Historical Sites Are Great Places for Family Trips

Summertime in Michiganusually 
means family vacations revolving 
around outdoorrecreation, including 
boating, fishing, andswimming. Michi- 
gan is also blessed with fine histori- 
calmuseums, and atrip to any one of 
them can add to your family’s vaca- 
tion enjoyment and understanding of 
Michigan's history. 

The State’s main historical site, 
the Michigan Library and Historical 
Museum, is located near the State 
Capitolindowntown Lansing. Opened 
in1989, the museumboasts a50-foot- 
high live white pine inits atrium. 

The museum houses an Upper 
Peninsulacopper mine where youcan 
hear a conversation between two 
miners. Also on display is the first 
territorial Capitol and artifacts from 
anopulentlumberbaron’s house, circa 
the White Pine Eraofthe 1800s. Other 
highlights include a life-sized wood- 
land diorama and athree-story topo- 
graphical map of Michigan. 

The museum is handicapper ac- 
cessible and opento the public week- 
days from9 a.m. to 4:30 p.m., Satur- 
days 10 a.m. to 4p.m., and Sundays 
1to5p.m.Admissionis free. Formore 
information, call (517) 373-3559. 

Michigan also has nine historical 
field sites, ranging from the Fort 
Wilkins Historic Complex at the tip of 
the Keweenaw Peninsula to the 
Walker Tavern Historic Complex in 
Lenawee County. 

* Fort Wilkins Historic Complex in 
Copper Harboroffers visitors alook 


at life along the rugged shore of 
Lake Superiorin 1844. The fortis 
a well-preserved example of a 
ninteenth-century military post. 
Museum hours are from 8 a.m. to 
dusk daily from mid-May to mid- 
October. 

* Michigan Iron Industry Museum, 
eight miles west of Marquette, 
chronicles the story of the Michi- 
gan iron ore industry through 
hands-on exhibits, outdoor inter- 
pretive paths, and audio-visual pro- 
grams. Museum hours are 9:30 
a.m.to 4:30 p.m. daily, May through 
October. 

* Fayette Historic Townsite on the 
Garden Peninsula in the Upper 
Peninsula offers tours and slide 
shows ofthe townsite, once abus- 
tling industrial community that 
manufactured charcoal pigironbe- 
tween 1867 and 1891. The site is 
open from 9 a.m. to 7 p.m. daily 
from mid-May to mid-October. 

* Father Jacques Marquette Mu- 
seum, locatedinSt. lgnace, offers 
artifacts from Father Marquette’s 
journeys, aswellas animpressive 
view of the Mackinac Bridge. Ex- 
hibits include anIndianlonghouse 
diorama anddisplays interpreting 
early French and Indian contact.

* Hartwick Pines Lumbering Mu- 
seumin Graylingis surroundedby 
one of Michigan’s largest remain- 
ing stands of virgin white pine.

Lambert's Dedication Was 
an Inspiration to All 


On Saturday, June 29, 1991, the 
City of Romulus was saddenedby the 
death of one of its most promiment 
citizens, Daniel Lambert. 

Danny was born in Detroit, Mich- 
igan, on October 22, 1925. Whenhe 
movedto Romulusin 1950, he adopted 
his new community wholeheartedly, 
and his commitmentto its people and 
its improvement only grew stronger 
over the years. 

Danny's service to the communi- 
ty took many forms. In 1955, he be- 
came an ordinance enforcement of- 
ficer for Romulus Township, eventu- 
ally rising to the rank of lieutenant 
during the course of his 10 years in 
that position. He also served, at vari- 
ous times, as chairman ofthe Police, 
Fire and Safety Committee, a mem- 
ber of the Romulus Building Author- 
ity, a member of the Airport Zoning 
Boardof Appeals, and Director ofthe 
City's Department of Responsive Gov- 
ernment. Asamemberofthe Romulus 
Democratic Club (in which he held 
such posts as sergeant-at-arms and 
vice president), he was actively in- 
volvedin politics, andhe was the recip- 
ient of many citations and other ex- 
pressions of appreciationfromthose 
he supported.

By the time you read this article, 
Ice Breaker willbe onits way to New 
Yorktofishthe waters of Lake Ontario 
insearchofthelargestfishinthe Great 
Lakes, the powerfulking salmon. | will 
be gone the month of August, so look 
for "Port Side" in September, and | 
will give you areporton the big water 
trolling. 

Anglers' Update: Dr. Howard 
Tanner, oneofthe key people respon- 
sible for introducing coho salmon to 
Lake Michigan inthe mid-1960s, ex- 
pressed concern recently over the 
future of the joint Michigan Depart- 
mentofNatural Resources (DNR) and 
Michigan State University (MSU) trip- 
loid Chinook salmon project. 

Triploid salmon, which have three 
chromosomes and are unable to re- 
produce, are expected to remain in 
open water and continue to grow to 
large size — perhaps 50 pounds or 
more. The State of Michiganhasbeen 
stocking triploid Chinook into Lake 
Michigan and Lake Huron for five 
years. Wisconsin also has stocked 
sterile ChinookinLake Michigan over 
a three-year period. 

This spring, the Michigan DNR 
was scheduled to release approxi- 
mately 200,000 microtagged and adi- 
pose fin-clippedtriploid Chinook salm- 








on, bringing the number stocked since 
the project began to about 700,000. 

Tanner said MSU personnelhave 
just about completed the research 
relating to the process ofcreatingtrip- 
loid salmon and have shared the 
knowledge with several states and 
provinces. They also have reached 
their objective of developing a rela- 
tively simple procedure for produc- 
ingtriploid Chinook eggs suitable for 
use bynontechnicalpeople under field 
conditions. Tanner addedthathe had 
hoped to move into the next phases 
of the project, but that declining in- 
come and increasing costs may pre- 
ventthis and, perhaps, putthe project 
on hold. 

In worse financial shape is a re- 
search project on triploid and tetra- 
ploid bluegills. Fertile tetraploid (four 
chromosomes) bluegills would be bred 
to normal bluegills (with two chromo- 
somes), andalloftheiroffspring would 
be triploid and sterile.

reconfiguration of the Merriman and 
Middle Belt interchanges at I-94. 

MDOT 's third project would in- 
volve the construction of a "south 
access road" on Eurekanear Vining. 
This road would tunnel beneath the 
new and existing crosswindrunways 
and exit inthe Airport's terminal area. 
Property will be acquired for the in- 
terchange and, according to Braun, 
everyone affected by this projecthas 
been contacted, also. 

County officials were unable to 
give definite answers to many of the 
questions posed by residents after 
the presentation because the noise 
studies, which willdetermine the Air- 
port's "noise contours," have not yet 
beencompleted.

A probation revocation hearing 
must only be conducted ina fair man- 
ner; a probationer is not entitled to 
the full range of due process rights 
associated with a criminal trial.
